This is a decision on the petition under 37 C.F.R § 1.78(a) (3) 

filed September 16, 2005, to accept an unintentionally delayed 
claim under 35 tf.S.C. §120 for the benefit of nonprovisional 
application number 10/065,742, filed November 14, 2002, which 
issued as U.S. Patent number 6,826,510 on November 30, 2004, as 
set forth in the concurrently filed amendment. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

A petition for acceptance of a claim for late priority under 37

The present nonprovisional application was filed after November 
29, 2000, and the claim herein for the benefit of priority to the 
prior- filed non- provisional application is submitted after 
expiration of the period specified in 37 CFR §1.78 (a) (2) (ii) . 
Therefore, this is a proper petition under 37 CFR §1.78 (a) (3) . 

The petition complies with the requirements for a grantable 
petition under 37 CFR §1.78 (a) (3) in that (1) a reference to the 
above -noted, prior- filed non-provisional application has been 
included in an amendment to the first sentence of the 
specification following the title, as provided by 37 CFR 
1.78(a) (2) (iii) ; (2) the surcharge fee required by 37 CFR 1.17(t) 
has been submitted; and (3) the petition contains a proper 
statement of unintentional delay.
